methods of enlisting recruits for the 
army in Great Britain differ greatly 
frem iSipse em-ployed in the 
United 


States, It is mainly in the country 
districts where the youths are dazzled 
with the gorgeous trappings of the 
soldiers that tae government relies for 
its raw material -to 
replenish and 


strengthen the army. Detachments of 
different branches of the regular serv- 
ice are detailed to the principal towns 
of each county, a band is furnished 
each recruiting station and it is the 
music that first attracts the peasants. 


Fairs and markets are held in all 


small towns and on such occasions the 
&ill detachment from the nearest sta- 
tion, in charge of a sergeant, is always 
present. It is during the afternoons, 
after toe farmers hare disposed of 
their produce and their young assist- 
ants hare imbibed the usual quantities 
of malt, that the strains of "Garry 
Owen" or some other enlivening airs 
are heard on the street. Probably fifty 
redcoats, neat, chipper and warlike, fol- 
low the band. The sergeant, pompous 
and grand, brings up the rear. To a 
half-tipsy lad there is nothing more 
charming than the sight of the war- 
like redcoats. 
He follows with tho 


crowd into the recruiting quarters and 
actually before he realizes what he has 
done is a member of her majesty's 
service.

poultry talesman in Manhattan mar- 
ket. "Put ticiu out in a rainstorm 
when they hav«? a good thirst on. and 
they are liable to die About ten 
years ago I was t-agaged by a firm to 
go out through the west to buy live 
geese and chikens. I bought about tea 
carloads, put ifct-m in crates, and start- 
ed east. The geese were in the erases 
nearest the floor of the open car— 
that's the regular way to ship them — 
end on top of them were piled the 
chicken crates. 
We got about 
ten 


miles from St. Joseph, Mo., when tae 
load on one of the cars sagged, and 
the whole pile of crates were spilled 
on the side of the track. In piling th« 
crates on again the geese were piled 
on top. 1 knew I was taking chances, 
because a rainstorm meant dtath to 
the geese, but there didn't seem to be 
any storm in sight, and I thought we 
could make St. Joseph and shift thj 
load there. The train had only gone 
a short distance when a nlorm came 
up so suddenly that the rain was fall- 
ing almost as soon as the clouds were 
noticed. The geese had been without 
water for some hours, and the moment 
they felt the rain they were stretch- 
ing their necks through the openings 
between the slats and holding then- 
bills open to catch ihe drops.

I got an old coat and laid it over as 
many of the crates as it would cover. 
so as to save as many as possible. Then 
I got a sn-itch and tried to force th* 
others to keep their heads inside the 
crates. They didn't mind thu switch 
very much, and I had to give each 
one four or five good tits before it 
would pull ia its head, and when I 
started on a new head the old one 
would pop out again. When we got 
into St_ Joseph it was still raining. 
and every goose in the crates, with 
the exception of those under the coat, 
was dead."— New York Sun.

"AIRQUAKE" IN ITALY.

The earthquake that took place iii 


the Umbian town of Rieti on the Ve- 
iino, in Italy, the other day .was ac- 
companied by a phenomenon of which 
the first meager account of the shock 
Save no mention. According to a cor- 
respondent of the Osservatore Romano 
it was not an earthquake but an "air- 
quake.' The air shook or vibrated like 
a violently agitated liquid: great rents 
were made in tall buildings and tow- 
ers, and no shifting of the street pave- 
ment was noticed. Prom the bishop 
down to the beggar, all seemed fright- 
ened. It is said that many felt the air 
vibrations and were thrown to 
the 


ground, while others were almost suffo- 
cated. A dense black cloud hung over 
the town while the phenomenon was 
passing. The church steeples, the sav- 
ing bank, th? theater and no fewer 
than six palaces were more .or lesa 
wrecked, as well as eighty or one hun- 
dred dwellings. 
Five hundred tents 


have been sent to the place by the 
government. The people, in the mean- 
time, are living in hastily built huts 
and in the half ruined postoffice and 
churches. 
Soldiers have 
been sent 


from Rome to the scene of the disaster, 
and they, with the students, are busy 
policing the ruins and trying to save 
some of the household goods. King 
Humbert has sent 35,000 francs frora 
his private purse to relieve the first 
necessities of the people. At the time 
of the catastrophe a slight earthquake, 
like a shudder, was felt in Rome. Even 
there, too, people say they noticed a 
peculiar convulsion of the air.

Tne total number of shots Bred In the 
action has 1:01 bn-n inude public, but we 
have reports oi two ships. a.nd if these 
be accepted as a ratio for the others 
.the ammunition ralfted upon the Span- 
iards must have been enormous. Capt. 
Evans .of the Iowa, states that the fol- 
lowing is an approximation of the pro- 
jectiles fired from his ship: Thirty-one 
12-inch semi-armor piercing shells, with 
full charges; 35 S-inch common shells, 
with fall charges: 201 4-inch common 
shells, 1.050 0-pounder cartridges, com- 
mon shells, and 3UO 1-pounder cartridges, 
common shell. Capt- Cook, of the Brook- 
lyn, reports that he flred 100 rounds of 
S-inch shells, 473 5-lnch. l.iUO 6-pounder 
and 200 1-pourdtr ammunition. 
If the 


othsr battleships made the same average 
as ine Iowa we will ECU after allowing 
for the respective differences in calibre, 
a total of about 100.OOU pounds of metal, 
or ninety tons, discharged against the 
enemy. 
Assuming that about 6.300 shots In all 


were fired, and this 
approximation is 


fairly close, we find, excluding the fires 
from the li and l-pounders. that 1,500 pro- 
jectiles of the larger calibres were dis- 
charged by the Oregon, Brooklyn, Iowa, 
Indiana and Texas. It will be interest- 
ing to note in this connection the num- 
ber of direct hits made by these shells. 
This is taken from the report made by 
the examining board convened by Ad- 
miral Sampson immediately after'the bat- 
tle:"Pour inch shells—Fired only by the 
Iowa: The Infanta iiaria Teresa, 5; the 
Yizcaya, 0; the

"EiRht inch shells—Fired only by the 


Brooklyn, the 
Iowa, the Oregon 
and 


the Indiana: The Maria Teresa, 3; the 
Almirante Oquendo, 3; the Vizcaya, 4. As 
the* Indiana'did'hot follow the chase she 
probably had nothing; to do with the hits 
on the Vizcaya. 


"Twelve or thirteen inch shells—Only 


two on the Teresa must be credited to 
the battleships Oregon, Indiana, Texas 
and Iowa, although It is quite certain 
that the Texas fired one. 


"All 
the Spanish ships were riddled 


by the rapid lire of the 1 and (S-pounders 
carried by all the American ships." 


This total ot forty hits applied to the 


projectiles fired gives about 3 per cent of 
successful shots. To the hryman this may 
aeem a small ratio, but it is very good 
indeed when the smoke, distance and the 
difficulties of a running fight are con- 
sidered. 
The engagement started at a 


range of..six thousand yards—that is, at 
a distance of about three miles. Follow- 
ing out j-an approved sea maxim and the 
especial instructions formulated by Rear 
Admiral Sampson, the ships closed grad- 
ually, so that both torpedo boats and two 
of the armored cruisers were destroyed 
when within twenty-five hundred yards. 
At one time the'Vizcaya and the Brook- 
lyn were engaged in 
close 
order for 


modern fighting, the distance estimated 
being just over one thousand yards. 


The Spanish statement of their gun fire 


has not been given specifically. All we 
know is that they opposed H total of 146 
guns to the 223 mounted on board the 
American ships—that is. if the batteries 
of the Gloucester end the Vixen be in- 
cluded. Our marked superiority was in 
the heavy gruns, as we opposed fourteen 
to their six. but it must be kept in mind 
that the actual work of our 12 and 13- 
inch pieces was not 
controlling. 
The 


main results were achieved by the 8-inch 
and lower calibres, an-1 by the rapid-fire' 
pieces. 
Thirty-two of the S-lnch were 


mounted, and it Is surprising with what 
effectiveness they wire handled. 
This 


brought to the front again the old argu- 
ment as to callbrc-s. and gives a vantage 
ground to those who claim that the most 
useful larger guns are those which can 
be worked by hand power and are inde- 
pendent of the mechanisms required in all 
calibres exceeding the S-inch. In the me- 
dium calibre guns the Spaniards pos- 
sessed an undoubted superiority In the 
rapid-fire types, as they carried fifty-four 
guns from the (i-inch calibre down to and 
including 12-pounders, while we mounted I 
only eighteen guns of 
this 
character. 


Omitting the machine guns, Catlings and 
the like, we carried of the smaller cal- 
ibres 330. the Spaniards, 78. and this pre- 
ponderance was most important, notably 
in the case of the 6-pounders. It must 
be remembered, of course, that all these 
guns could not be brought to bear, the 
Spaniards having to depend, outside of 
their turret guns, mainly on their port 
batteries, and the American ships being 
restricted in the beginning of the chase 
and th& closing in to their 
bow fire. 


Hence, the assumptions on the weight of 
metal thrown are based, not upon what 
the batteries ought theoretically to do, 
but upon what was actually done, and 
upon, the ratio established by this itr- 
formance. 


In th« special report made by the bii:-d 


It Is stated that the Almirante Oquendo 
suffered more than any 
other of the 


ships, except the torpedo boats. Her up- 
per works were masses of distorted steel 
and her decks were littered with killed 
and wounded. She was hit on the port 
side four times by 8-lncb shells, tnree 
times by 4-lnch shells, twice by 0-lnch 
puns and forty-two times by 6-pounders. 
As will be seen in one of the :ilustratlons, 
an 8-inch shell entered the forward tur- 
ret at the gun embrasure. This exploded 
and killed every man 'n the turret, most 
of them Instantly, for the officer standirg 
in tho firing hood and one man nt a 
lever were found In thoiic positions when 
the ship was examined by the hoard. The 
Vizcaya was swept by a storm -if ],:o- 
jectlles from the rapid-fire puna.

This exhibit of the gun power has not 


taken Into specific consideration the enor- j 
mous damage done to material and per- 
sonnel by the rapid-arc guns, nor has H 
Included the effect of shells bursting trser 
or close aboard the vessels. All the cap- 
tured Spanish officers bear testimony to 
the part played in the battle- by the, 
lighter pieces. Guns' crews were killed or 
driven from their weapons; the decks be- 
came shambles. The morale of the enlist- 
ed men was shattered. 
No protection 


above the armored belt sufficed to resist 
the searching qualities of these smaller 
pieces. Long before the vessels yielded 
the crews abandoned the batteries anil 
sought refuge wherever the thickness of 
metal promised shelter. Then cum« the 
fire. 


The damage done by the Ignition cf the 


woodwork of the ship was extraordinary. 
At first it was fought, but the bursting 
projectiles of the largp.r calibres sprinkled 
the decks with particles which were like 
igniting fuses. The flames spread rapidly. 
first about the wooden decks and tie 
wood sheathed and .bulkhcaficd quarters 
telow. and then attacking the bridges, 
boats and superstructures. The free am- 
munition about the batteries began to ei- 
plode; the abandoned guns commenced to 
discharge their unprotected cartridges. At 
last, /when the ships, struck the coral and 
the supports of funnels and masts were 
carried away or stranded, these vertical 
masses began to sway and topple, and as 
the \-essels turned on their bilges gavft 
way entirely and came down with a shock 
th:u rent everything In their neighbor- 
hood. Finally the conflagration reached 
the magazines, and the flame clouds hov- 
erlns over the twisted and distorted 
frames and beams were slitted by great 
masses of fire and *y bursting projectiles 
shooting skyward from the hidden re-: 
cesses of the ship. 
This fury of flame 


was never appeased until everything that 
could be consumed was sacrificed to It, 
In this roaring furnace the ste>el and Ifoii 
became malleable, and as the ships Tolled 
and pounded on the .beach, the forge- on 
•which they were bent and mangled was 
provided for them. 


It is no wor.der, then, teat: the board 


reported the improbability of saving an 
but the Maria Teresa and possibly the 
Colon, for the Oquendo and Vizcaya, torn 
by the projectiles and given'over-to the 
flames of their bursting charges, were 
gutted or i-hattereel in such shape that 
their days of usefulness were over. 


Briefly 
summarized, the 
conclusions 


reached by the board of examination Were 
as follows: 


The use of wood in the construction and 


equipment of warships should be reduced 
to the utmost degree possible. 
Loa-ded 


torpedoes atove the water line are a 
serious menace to the vessels carrying 
thent .and they should not be so carried 
by vessels other than torpedo .boats. The 
value of rapid-fire batteries cannot be too 
highly estimated. 
All water and steam 


pipes should be laid beneath the protect- 
ive deck and below the water line and 
fitted ^Hh risers at sxich points as may 
be considered necessary. 
The Infanta 


Maria Teresa, Almirante 
Oquendo and 


Vizcaya were destroyed by conflagration 
caused by the explosion of shells in the 
interior, which set flre to the woodwork 
The upper deck and all other woodwork 
on these ships was entirely consumed, ex- 
cept at the extremities, thus showing the 
importance of fireprooflng all woodwork 
on board ships. Many of the guns on 
board the burned ships were found loaded 
at the time of the board's visit, indicat- 
ing the haste with which the people were 
driven from their guns. The fire of the 
gun crews of the Vizcaya was very ma- 
terially lessened and almost silenced be- 
cause the gunners were not able to serve 
their g^ins under the severe flre poured 
upon them by the American ships. 


Here are the lessons of the fight. They 


are commended to the consideration of 
those who. when the, next Inevitable sea 
war comes, feel that 
our 
bluejackets 


ought to be given such ships and such 
possible security as will enable them to 
get into action with & fair and an equai 
fighting chance.

In a year. 
The mountains are all 


volcanoes. They are a class by them- 
selves. They are not only tta tallest, 
but the biggest aiul strangest in the 
whole world. Considering that 
they 


reach from the bottom of the Pacific 
ocean (18.000 feet deep there) to over 
15.000 feet above sea level, they really 
stand S3,000 feet from their suboceanic 
base to their peaks. The active craters 
on the islands number 300, but the 
dead craters, the ancient chimneys of 
subterranean lava beds, are cumbered 
by the thousands. The islands are of 
lavic formation. 
Evidence ot extinct 


volcanoes are so common that 
one 


seldom notices them after a few weeks' 
residence on the islands. Ancient lava 
is present everywhere. The 
natives 


know all its virtues, and while some 
ancient deposits are used as a fertil- 
izer for soils, other lava beds are blast- 
ed for building material, and for ma- 
cadamizing roads. 
Titanic 
volcanic 


action is apparent on every side. Every 
headland is an extinct volcano. Every 
island has its special center eruption, 
which, beginning at the unfathomable 
bottom of the sea, has slowly built up 
a foundation and then a superstruc- 
ture of lava. On the Island of Hawaii 
and on Molokai are huge cracks sev- 
eral thousands of feet deep aiid many 
yards in width, which were formed by 
the bursting upward of lava beds ages 
and ages ago. The marks of the Ti- 
tanic force are plainly visible.

Twain is authority for saying that the 
two great active volcanoes. Mauna Loa 
and Kilauea, are the most Interesting 
in the world. Certainly they are the 
most unique. Mauna Loa is 14,000 
feet above sea level. Every six or 
seven years there is an eruption from 
its sides, and several times the flow 
of lat>a threatened the ruin or 
the 


town of Hilo, thirty mlies away. 
The 


crater on Mauna Loa is three mile& 
in diameter and 600 feet deep. Over 
the crater hangs an illumiuated vapor 
which may be seen at night over 200 
miles distant. When Manna Loa is in 
violent eruption a fountain of molten 
lava spouts every minute over 250 feet 
in the a' -. bursting into ten thousand 
brilliantly colored balls like a mon- 
strous roman candle pyrotechnic. Then 
there is Kilauea—a snorter and aatter 
volcanic mountain, sixteen miles dis- 
tant. It has the greatest crater known 
—one nine miles across, and from 300 
to SOO feet deep. And such a crater! 
In H is a littlo lake of molten lava 
all the time. 
At times the lava is 


over 100 fwt deep, ant! at other times 
it is over SOO feet deep, according to 
the pressure on it in the bowels of the 
earth. 
Signs of volcanic activity are 


present all the time throughout the 
depth of the molten mass in the form 
of steam, rocks, jets 
of sulphurous 


smoke and blowing cones. The crater 
itself is constantly rent and shaken 
with 
earthquakes. Nearly all

tourists in Honolulu go to see the mar- 
velous ertipiious on Mauna Loa and 
Kilauea. 
Hotels have been b'>i!t on
